Tax Break Bill Opposed 
For Homes For Elderly

Sen. Ron Cope of Kearney 


Thursday suggested 
the 


possibility of extending a form of 
homestead tax exemption to 
elderly persons living on a 
limited income in homes for the 
aged. 


Cope's proposal was offered as 


a suggested alternative to a bill 
proposing a; constitutional 
amendment authorizing tax 
exemptions for all non-profit 
homes for the aged. 


The bill, LB663, sponsored by 


Sen. Warren Swigart of Omaha, 
was held by the Legislature's 
Constitutional Revision and 
Recreation Committee for 
further study following a public 
hearing. 


Currently, non-profit property 


owned by homes for the aged is 
eligible for tax exemption if it is 
used exclusively for educational, 
religious or charitable purposes. 


Said Too Broad 


Cope's alternative suggestion 


was prompted by committee 
concerns that LB663 would be 
too broad in providing tax 
exemptions benefiting people 
who may not need them. 


It was Sen. Orval Keyes of 


Springfield who first mentioned 
the homestead tax exemption 
program, noting that its benefits

are limited to elderly persons 
living on limited incomes. 


Under the terms of LB663, he 


said, twenty wealthy elderly per- 
sons might "build a Taj Mahal" 
to live in without a property tax 
burden. 


"I'll be 65 in two years," 


Keyes said. "Should I be able to 
leave my house and move into a 
home for the aged to escape 
property taxes?"

Swigart said his bill is 


designed to assist elderly per- 
sons who need assistance, "not 
the rich." 


Homes operated for profit 


should still be taxed, he said. 


But in some non-profit homes, 


residents are feeling the pinch of 
increased taxes through a hike in 
then- monthly payments, he said. 


Lancaster County Assessor 


Fritz Meyer told the committee 
that the bill could cost the coun- 
ty some $300.000 in annual 
property taxes. 


If the Legislature provided for 


state reimbursement ot those 
losses — as it reimburses local 
government for homestead tax 
exemptions — he would not op- 
pose the proposal, he said. 


But, Meyer said, he does op- 


pose erosion of the local proper- 
ty tax base. 


The proposal is too broad, 


Seward County Assessor Leslie 
Nelson said. "You could run a 
freight tram through it," he 
declared. 


Sauer Supports Bill 


Floyd Sauer, administrator of 


Eastmont Towers in Lincoln, 
supported the bill. Only the nur- 
sing wing, the chapel and 
meeting rooms in his facility are 
tax-exempt now, he said. 


Increased property taxes on 


the living units are pushing up 
the monthly fees paid by 
residents, he said, and "some 
people are on the border line of 
not being able to meet the in- 
crease m payments." 


Also held for later action was 


LB662, another Swigart bill 
proposing a constitutional 
amendment to reimburse 
senators for their actual travel 
expenses in attending sessions of 
the Unicameral. 


Senators are now reimbursed

Samuel J. Ervin, noted 


senator, preacher and judge, 
said Thursday in Lincoln he op- 
poses gag orders in court on the 
theory "sunlight is the best dis- 
infectant." 


"The public has a right to 


know what's going on in courts, 
of all places," Ervin said. 


Using slightly archaic but 


colorful language, the grand- 
fatherly ex-senator from North 
Carolina conveyed his love of the 
law and the U.S. Constitution. 


His leadership of the Senate 


Select Committee on Presiden- 
tial Campaign Practices, later 
known as the "Ervin Com- 
mittee." is now a part of history. 


But during his address at the 


Nebraska Union to an overflow 
crowd estimated at more than 1,- 
000 people, Ervin said all 
Americans should be very proud 
of then- system of government It 
works. 


'Eternal Vigilance' 


He also warned that "eternal 


vigilance is the price of freedom 
. . . It's a strange thing, but some 
people don't like these 
freedoms," he said. 


Though characteristically 


solemn and thought-provoking, 
Ervin 's speech was spiced with 
stories like only he can tell.

He revealed how be became

At 9:31 a.m. the tally was: 66 


nonlookers, six long lookers, 
three glancers, one doubletaker 
and one taker. 


The counting started about a 


half-hour earlier when I spied 
the bag of marijuana lying on the 
sidewalk in front of the County- 
City Building. 


That is the place where the 


Sheriffs Office, the Police 
Department, Municipal Court, 
County Court and District Court 
are housed. In fact, that very 
morning two people were being 
charged inside with possession 
of marijuana. 


When I saw that clear plastic 


bag of crumbled leaves, stems 
and seeds lying there on the 
sidewalk I started laughing 
because I saw the opportunity to 
watch people confronted with an 
unusual situation. 


Looked Like Evidence 


I was pretty sure it was 


marijuana in the bag because in 
my capacity as a police reporter 
I've seen many similar bags 
brought into the police station as 
evidence in marijuana cases. 
This one looked exactly the 
same. 


One thing worried me. Thirty 


steps away at the curb was a 
black and white cruiser. A police 
officer was outside writing a 
ticket. 


If it was marijuana I couldn't 


understand why the officer 
hadn't spotted it, because any 
defense attorney will tell you 
that when an officer gets into 
court and has to establish 
probable cause it seems he can 
smell marijuana smoke a half- 
mile away in 40-mile-per-hour 
gusts of wind and see a 
marijuana seed at 100 yards. 


So I went inside and got a guy 


I know who admits to having 
smoked a marijuana cigarette or 
two in his misspent youth. 


Expert Agrees 


When be saw the bag he 


started laughing. "That's 
marijuana. I can assure you of 
that," he said. "Wonder what 
it's doing here?" 


We went back inside the en- 


tryway of the building and 
started watching through the 
glass. "Must be almost an ounce 
in there," my expert said softly 
as he stared outside. 


I telephoned a photographer 


to make a pictorial record for 
the public and posterity. 


Mainly people just walked 


right by the bag without seeing 
it. It didn't matter whether they 
looked like mainstream middle 
class types carrying briefcases or 
standard rebels in denim and 
frowzy hair, they still missed the 
marijuana. 


After we watched for about 15 


minutes we started wondering if 
we had wandered into some 
sociological experiment, and 
whether at some unseen lookout 
students were watching us and 
taking notes. We couldn't find 
any. 


Qtick dances 


Three people just glanced at 


the bag briefly as if its presence 
there were as normal as a 
cigarette butt 


Six people gave the bag long, 
lingering looks, as if they might 
be wondering what it was. or 
even contemplating a course of 
action. 


But no one touched the bag 


until 9 31 a.m. Then a young 
man who had been standing on 
the other side of the entryway 
apparently waiting for a bus. 
made his move 


He pushed open tne door and 


walked down tne stone steps 
When he reached the marijuana 
he stopped in mid-stride held 
motjontess for a second, stooped 
gracefully, with a fluid motion 
snatched the bag with one band, 
whipped it into his pocket and 
kept walking 


As he crossed the street 


toward the waiting minibus he 
looked back with a slight gnn

Moore, who attempted to 
assassinate President Ford, was 
sentenced to life in prison 
Thursday by a judge who said 
she was a product of a per- 
missive society and never would 
have pulled the trigger if she 
could have been sentenced to 
death. 


U.S. District Judge Samuel 


Conti. in passing the maximum 
sentence upon the 45-year-old 
former FBI informant, said: 


"If you thought at the moment 


that you were going to press that 
trigger and fire that shot that 
you would be subjected to 
capital punishment, you 
wouldn't be pulling this trigger. 


"Why is it that we went for 


almost two decades without kid- 
napings in this country? For one 
single reason: If people do it, 
then they got the gallows, they 
got shot, or they got the gas 
chamber." 


Miss Moore, who fired at the 


President and missed last Sept. 
22, heard the sentence with no 
show of emotion. She was 
wearing her usual court attire of 
beige blouse, navy blue vest and 
red, white and blue pinstriped 
pants 


She will be eligible for parole 


in 15 years. The U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons will decide within the 
next few days where she will 
serve her sentence. 


Before the sentence she told 


the judge she felt no remorse 
and added that she still con- 
siders assassination a "valid 
political tool." 


After making her statement in 


a firm voice without hesitation, 
the matronly woman listened in- 
tently as the judge said: 


'•The thing that concerns me 


listening to Miss Moore's state- 
ment ... is how calloused we 
have become to crime and to 
violence, and we have accepted 
it as an ingredient of our daily 
life. And we are tolerating it." 


The judge said there is a big 


segment of society "that does 
not care about their mothers; 
they don't care about their 
fathers; they don't even care 
about going to jail. 


"There's only one thing they 


care about, and that is their 
skin." he said. 


Miss Moore said that while she 


was working as an informant the 
FBI directed her into the radical 
world. She said she started out 
looking for kidnap-fugitive 
Patricia Hearst and became a 
staunch supporter of socialism 
who "finally understood and 
joined those who have only 
destruction and violence for a 
means of making change — and 
came to understand that 
violence can sometimes be con- 
structive." 


Miss Moore pleaded guilty 


Dec. 16 to firing a shot at Presi- 
dent Ford from across the street 
as he walked out of the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel after giving a speech. 
The shot missed him by five feet, 
and Miss Moore was immediate- 


ly taken into custody. It was the 
first shot fired at a President 
since John F. Kennedy was 
lulled in Dallas 12 years ago. 


Her sentence was the second 


lite prison term handed down 
within a month to women in 
Cahlornia who had tried to 
assassinate Ford. Last month 
Lynette Fromme, a follower of 
mass murderer Charles Manson, 
received the same sentence for 
pointing a gun at the President 
in Sacramento, Calif., on Sept. 5. 


Miss Moore said she was asked 


by probation officers whether 
she lelt sorry for trying to kill 
Ford, and she replied, "yes and 
no." 


"No, because it accomplished 


little except to throw away the 
rest of my life," she said'. "It 
seemed a correct expression of 
my anger and it might have 
triggered the kind of chaos that 
results in change." 


During her period as an infor- 


mant for the FBI, "whose tool I 
was," she said, agents told her 
that her infiltration of Bay area 
radical groups was part of "a 
war." 


Pro-West 
Men Flee 
Marxists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has informed its 
European allies that resistance 
to Marxist forces in northern 
Angola has "all but collapsed" 
and that pro-Western troops are 
fleeing to the Zaire border, 
sources said Thursday. 


Meanwhile, Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger told 
diplomats from 37 African coun- 
tries late Thursday that he hopes 
the civil war in the former Por- 
tuguese colony can be settled 
through negotiation within a 
month. 


The grim report of the situa- 


tion along the northern front was 
cabled by Kissinger to the North 
Atlantic Council in Brussels 
Wednesday night. Sources told 
The Associated Press that he in- 
formed the allies that the 
Marxist faction, heavily sup- 
ported by Cuban troops, was ad- 
vancing rapidly in a drive toward 
the border with Zaire. 


In eastern Angola. Kissinger 


related, a second pro-Western 
faction, backed by South African 
soldiers, had failed to secure a 
key railroad facility and "virtual- 
ly all" fighting men of the 
National Front for the Libera- 
tion of Angola and their Zairian 
allies were fleeing the 
battlefield. 


Kissinger, in the meeting with 


African envoys at the State 
Department, said he planned to 
take up the possibility of a 
negotiated settlement in 
Moscow next week when he sees 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
about prospects for a new 
nuclear weapons treaty.

ago of pushing a campaign to persuade Mrs Peron to resign or take 


an extended leave. He has argued since then against proposals such 
as a federal takeover of Buenos Aires Province. The province's 
governor, maverick Peronist Victorio Calabro, has challenged Mrs. 
Peron. 


Hobledo was replaced by a veteran Peronist economist, Rober- 


to Ares, president of the state-run Bank of the Argentine Nation. 


Jose Deheza, a hard-line nationalist lawyer from Cordoba, was

prices across the board since the start of the 1976- 
model year, said the entire $97 average boost in 
the base price of its cars would be rescinded. 


However, an average $16 hike in optional equip- 


ment would stand, the firm said. 


Ford added that it is rolling back most of a 


price increase on light trucks as well. Ford said it 
would make refunds to its dealers and encourage 
them to pass the refunds along to customers who 
purchased vehicles at the higher prices. 


The car and truck price hikes, originally an- 


nounced last month, took effect with vehicles 
ordered on or after Jan. 5. 


The company said previous lower prices on 


light trucks would be retained except for a $35 in- 
crease to cover the addition of a new shoulder-lap 
belt system mandated this year by the federal 
government. 


Ford had increased light-duty truck base prices 


by an average $123, or 2.8%. An additional 1.6% 
increase in optional equipment prices stands, 
however, the firm said. 


"The reductions effective today (Thursday) are

Robledo was 
named in September, the fifth interior minister since Mrs. Peron 
became president after the July 1974 death of her husband, Juan D. 
Peron. 
Some conservative Peromsts accused Robledo several months 
ago of pushing a campaign to persuade Mrs Peron to resign or take 


an extended leave. He has argued since then against proposals such 
as a federal takeover of Buenos Aires Province.

Since UNL enrollment is 
91.2% Nebraska residents, that 
causes a "competitive financial 
disadvantage." 


For example, 35% of Colorado

come, Varner said. 


Lieske estimated it costs 


Nebraska almost $1 million to 
subsidize tuition (No. 3 at $1,570) 
for non-resident students at 
UNL. Having them make up that 
deficit plus a resident tuition in- 
crease could whittle the gap that 
state funds could fill to about 
$2.9 million. 


Iowa State, Kansas and 


Missouri in almost all cases rank 
in the top three of state support, 
Varner said. Nebraska is fourth 
in general fund appropriations at 
$31,937,323. Iowa State is tops at 
$40.3 million. 


The commission earlier 
recommended NU's seek more 
federal dollars, but Erskine said 
those have increased overall in 
the past two to three years. 
Varner said they mostly are 
assigned categorically to specific 
programs — no direct help to 
flesh out student revenues, and 
not decreasing the need from 
state taxes. 


Commissioners should "boil it

Varner said they mostly are 
assigned categorically to specific 
Srograms — no direct help to 
esn out student revenues, and 
not decreasing the need from 
state taxes. 


Commissioners should “ boil it 
down to things that are 
reasonably comparable” among 
regional schools, Varner said, 
declaring the NU study — 
prepared after visits to the other 
seven campuses — has “ ac­ 
curate ” statistics.

The commission deferred final 
arithmetical work to Lieske,

Two 
main questions loom: Is it the 
state’s responsibility to fill in the 
decrease in non-state funds, and 
how valid are the commission 
data using a formula based on 
Big Eight schools’ total budgets 
and Nebraskans’ taxpaying 
burden? 
Commissioners generally 
noted funding for the NU 
Medical Center (except phar­ 
macy) is already at a comparably 
competitive level, despite some 
data guesses. Willard Waldo of 
DeWitt said his subpanel’s ag 
college report will stand, calling 
for an additional $3.5 million to 
attain the average of the top 
three.

Appeal Not 
Available 
To Mackey 


Former State Indian Com­ 
missioner Bob Mackey cannot 
appeal his dismissal to the State 
Personnel Board, it was learned 
Thursday. 
State Personnel Director Roy 
Gardner said agency heads, such 
as Mackey, serve at the pleasure 
of their respective boards or the 
governor. 
Mackey, who has headed the 
State Indian Commission since it 
was formed 5*8 years ago, was 
dismissed last weekend by the 
commission in a 4-3 vote. 
In addition, Gardner noted 
that the commission's staff is not 
part of the state personnel 
system and hence isn’t entitled 
to a hearing before the board.

The state's financial problems 
were not as serious last week as 
originally thought, state officials 
have conceded. 
Roughly $5 million in the State

George in- 
dicates that the commission has not 
properly treated the industries it regulates, 
especially the one he works for, Huntel. 
which owns the Blair Telephone Co. An ap- 
pointed commission of professionals such 
as lawyers, accountants and engineers 
would be more appropriate, he says 


Experience in some other states shows 


that an appointive commission regulating 
common carriers has worked satisfactorily 
tor both the public and regulated industry. 
In some cases, however, it hasn't. The con- 
stitution of regulatory agencies must fit the 
traditions and attitudes of the people they 
serve and that will vary from region to 
region. This newspaper continues to sup- 
port direct election to Nebrsaka's most im- 
portant and visible regulatory body. 


The idea of the people electing 


regulators who may or may not be steeped 
in the technical aspects of each industry 
wfthin the purview of the commission's ac- 
tivity at the time of election does not repel 
us. The important things are common 
sense and a lack of bias and data on which 
to Base a decision, data which can be ac- 
cumulated by a professional staff given the 
latitude to dig We assume that in a 
democratic system the electorate is 
capable more often than not of choosing 
persons able to make wise and just 
decisions. If the electorate is not so 
capable, we live under the wrong system. 
We iiave faith in the system, however. And 
if Jae elective process from time to time 
produces an aggregate of dummies or 
puppets, that is no reason to change it. 
, ;In support of Sen. George's proposal, 


the Omaha World-Herald observed last 
week that in its opinion, the Public Service 
Commission is a comparatively 
minor 


government agency, issue-less and un- 
interesting, one which gets lost in the shuf- 
tle at election time. Voters may be more at- 
tracted to a candidate's name than his 
qualifications, that newspaper said. That 
may have been true at one time, and 
regrettably, perhaps for too long a time. 
But it has not been true since the great con- 
sumer awakening. 


We think people today are interested 


in such things as transportation routes and 
rates and utility rates and service and they 
have a general awareness of whether or not 
regulators are in bed with regulated in- 
dustry. 


The Nebraska Public Service Commis- 


sion has been in the news for some time 
now — for some good decisions, for some 
bad ones, for ones it didn't make, for the 
attitudes of its members toward the 
regulatory function and how they have con- 
ducted themselves on the job. 


The terms of two of the commissioners 


expire this year. One, Robert Marland of 
Lincoln, will retire. The other, Duane Gay 
ot Columbus, has not officially declared his 
intentions. But interest in the two open 
seats is mounting. State Sen. Harold Simp- 
son of Lincoln has announced for the seat 
Marland leaves and former State Sen. Blair 
Richendifer of Walthill is running in Gay's 
district. There will be others announcing, 
we think, because interest in the commis- 
sion seems to be running high. 


This is not a faceless bureaucratic 


agency, but one which deals with the 
problems of vital industries and problems 
important to the broad consumer class. 
Having its members accountable directly to 
the people is necessary, in our opinion. 


A Blow To Big Green 


City Betterment Corp., which operates 


Omaha's Big Green lottery, is in business 
solely for the purpose of running a lottery 
and for no purpose sanctioned by law and 
thus it must discontinue operation, District 
Judge James Buckley of Douglas County 
ruled. 


'Big Green will continue to sell tickets, 


apparently, pending an expected appeal. 
But: Buckley's decision is welcomed as a 
giant step toward ending what is seen here 
a* a sham operation from the very outset. 
And more than a public nuisance as 
Buckley ruled it, Big Green and enterprises 
like it are leeches upon the public body. 


:Buckley also said that the Omaha 


tottery also violated the intent of 1969 state 
legislation which legalized "one-time" 
lotteries and raffles and allowed Nebraska 
residents to enter national contests which 
they were previously prevented from 
entering. 


Nevertheless, the law does provide 


that bonafide non-profit organizations — 
Buckley described .City Betterment Corp. 
as one — may sponsor lotteries if their 
primary purpose is civic betterment or is of 
a charitable nature. One can wonder 
whether Buckley would have ruled against 
Big Green if some revenues had already 
been pledged toward one of the "civic 
betterment" schemes which lottery 
promoters had advertised. 


State Sen. John DeCamp said sub- 


sequent to the ruling that he would in- 
troduce legislation repealing all current 
lottery provisions and providing that only 
the state could run a lottery. 


Better yet, the law should provide 


Nebraskans who wish to, the opportunity 
to enter national contests or church raffles 
or the like, but place an absolute ban on on- 
going lotteries whose avowed purpose is to 
augment monies spent on public projects.

WASHINGTON - A "dead- 


key." in Washington parlance, is 
a receiving extension built into a 
telephone to permit a secretary 
to listen in to her boss' conver- 
sations without the caller 
suspecting that everything said is 
being overheard by a third party. 


As soon as they entered the 


White House, and a full two 
years before the secret Nixon 
taping system was installed, 
Henry Kissinger and his deputy, 
Al Haig, made certain that relays 
of secretaries on "dead-keys" 
made verbatim notes of all that 
was said to them over the 
telephone. The callers — 
reporters, colleagues, presidents 
— were never told that their 
words were always being taken 
down. 


But within the White House, it 


was no big secret; aides could 
see the secretaries outside 
Henry's door, extensions to then- 
ears, taking shorthand silently. 
These notes would be typed up 
in rough form, sometimes for 
Kissinger's editing before being 
retyped and filed. 


In 1971, my then-colleague and 


friend, Henry, showed me the 
transcript of a conversation with 
a reporter for The Christian 
Science Monitor, in which the 
national security advisor chewed 
him out for a less-than-adulatory 
article. Since he was planning to 
send the transcript to President 
Nixon, the rough draft had 
"corrections" marked by 
Kissinger, adding to the fierce 
loyalty of his own remarks.

Even with the self-serving 


emendations, these transcripts 
are an invaluable, irreplaceable 
part of the record of the Nixon 
presidency — predating as well 
as paralleling the White House 
tapes. What has happened to 
them9 The other day, we began 
to find out. 


In a sworn answer to a ques- 


tion submitted to him by Morton 
Halperin, who is suing Kissinger 
for his part in ordering illegal 
FBI wiretapping, the secretary 
of state writes: "Business 
telephone conversations from 
my White House office during 
this period (Jan. 21,1969 to Feb. 
12,1971) were usually monitored 
by my personal secretaries and 
records prepared, in accordance 
with routine government prac- 
tice, in order to facilitate im- 
plementation and follow-up of 
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busmess transacted " 


And where are all his records 


kept? Appointment books, cor- 
respondence, schedules of his 
White House years, says 
Kissinger, have remained where 
they belong: "All such records, 
with the exception of the records 
of my telephone calls, are in Uie 
White House. They are in the 
custody of the NSC staff. The 
telephone records are in the 


State Department, in custody of 
Mr. Lawrence S. Eagleburger "

Hold on a minute 
When 


Kissinger left the White House, 
he left everything behind — 
"with the exception of the 
records of my telephone calls." 
Those are not mere logs of calls, 
of which he took a copy — those 
are substantive, verbatim 


transcripts of conversations, of 
which he took the only copy. 
Some questions arise: 


(1) When were the dead-key 


scrolls removed from the White 
House NSC files? According to 
Eagleburger, within a month 
after Kissinger's appointment as 
secretary of state in 1973. (But 
Kissinger continued as national 
security adviser at that time, and 


left behind his other NSC files - 
presumably he wanted to get 
these super-sensitive files out of 
the White House, fast.) 


(2) Under what authority did 


he take them? Eagleburger 
claims he needed no authority - 
that these four years of records 
were considered "working 
papers that can accompany him 
wherever he goes, as long as he's 
in government." And afterward? 
"I presume he would leave 
copies behind, but that's a legal 
question." 


(3) Why didn't he leave the 


originals where they belonged at 
the NSC, and only take copies, if 
all he wanted was access to 
"working papers"? No answer to 
that. Did Al Haig walk off with 
his telephone transcripts, too? 
Gen. Brent Scowcroft, the pre- 
sent national security adviser, 
will not return calls on these 
matters; he has probably offered 
no objection to having the NSC 
files denuded of all these 
transcripts. 


(4) 
Who owns these 


transcripts9 The Justice Depart- 
ment last week won a decision in 
the Court of Appeals in which 
congressional seizure of the 
papers of the Nixon presidency 
was held constitutional. If NSC 
transcripts are presidential 
papers — as they surely are — 
then, as of now, they belong to 
the public and not to Henry 
Kissinger. 


(5) Why have these transcripts 


never been subpoenaed? Ah, 
that's the big one. The special 
prosecutor's investigation of the 
seventeen wiretaps was a joke; 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee look-see was a 
Kissinger whitewash from start 
to finish; the Church cover-up 
committee is afraid of what a 
subpoena might turn up, and the 
woebegone Pike committee 
knows that the House won't back 
up any subpoena.

One ray of light. By removing 


the dead-key scrolls from the 
White House, leaving no copies 
behind, and by dint of the tacit 
White House approval of the 
removal to a government depart- 
ment, Kissinger has made his 
years of conversations subject to 
the Freedom of Information 
Act.

As so o n as they entered the 
White Ho u se, and a fu ll two 
y ears befo re the secret Nix o n 
tap ing sy stem was installed, 
Henry Kissinger and his dep u ty , 
A1 Haig, made certain that relay s 
o f secretaries o n “dead-key s” 
made v erbatim no tes o f all that 
was said to them o v er the 
telep ho ne. 
The callers — 
rep o rters, co lleagu es, p residents 
— were nev er to ld that their 
wo rds were alway s being taken 
do wn. 


But within the White Ho use, it 
wa s no big secret; a ides co uld 
see the secreta ries o utside 
Henry ’s do o r, ex tensio ns to their 
ea rs, ta king sho rtha nd silently . 
These no tes wo uld be ty ped up 
in ro ug h fo rm, so metimes fo r 
Kissing er’s editing befo re being 
rety ped a nd filed. 


In 197 1, my then-co lleagu e and 
friend, Henry , sho wed me the 
transcrip t o f a co nv ersatio n with 
a rep o rter fo r The Christian 
Science Mo nito r, in which the 
natio nal secu rity adv iso r chewed 
him o u t fo r a less-than-adu lato ry 
article. Since he was p lanning to 
send the transcrip t to President 
Nix o n, the ro u gh draft had 
“ c o rre c tio ns” 
m arked 
by 
Kissinger, adding to the fierce 
lo y alty o f his o wn remarks.

Ev en with the self-serv ing 
emendatio ns, these transcrip ts 
are an inv alu able, irrep laceable 
p art o f the reco rd o f the Nix o n 
p residency — p redating as well 
as p aralleling the White Ho u se 
tap es.

The o ther day , we began 
to find o u t. 
In a swo rn answer to a q u es­ 
tio n su bmitted to him by Mo rto n 
Halp erin, who is su ing Kissinger

o f state writes: “ Bu siness 
telep ho ne co nv ersatio ns fro m 
my White Ho u se o ffice du ring 
this p erio d (Jan. 21, 1969 to Feb. 
12, 197 1) were u su ally mo nito red 
by my p erso nal secretaries and 
reco rds p rep ared, in acco rdance 
with ro u tine go v ernment p rac­ 
tice, in o rder to facilitate im­

Ap p o intment bo o ks, co r­ 
resp o ndence, schedu les o f his

Kissinger, hav e remained where 
they belo ng: “All su ch reco rds, 
with the ex cep tio n o f the reco rds 
o f my telep ho ne calls, are in ihe 
White Ho u se.

Meanwhile, among the 


buildings damaged in Saturday's 
holocaust was Love-Larson 
Opera House, whose restoration 
had been the goal of several 
groups over an extended time 


Community-minded citizens 


and history buffs have worked 
for months to save the opera 
house and hoped to restore it to 
its original state to function as a 
regional cultural center, a 
playhouse, a convention site 


Saturday's explosion across 


the street rocked the sturdy 
opera house, shattered all its 
windows including stained-glass 
ones, and hurled concrete into 
the lower level 


Observers fear delicate 


artwork in a dome of the opera 
house was damaged beyond 
repair 


Members of the Fremont Art 


Association plan a massive 
cleanup of the opera house Jan.

Wednesday, the

alcoholic Dr Jack Anderson, a 
consulting Lincoln psychiatrist, 
and North Platte psychologist 
Dr Sam Campanella backed that 
contention 


Only three other witnesses 


were called in behalf of the 30- 
year-old defendant 


Campanella was on the 


witness stand most of the day 
explaining a battery of tests he 
administered to Simants in three 
separate interviews earlier this 
month Anderson said he saw 


the defendant for only l'/z hours 
last Sunday but made a diagnosis 
based partly upon Campanella's 
previous testing 


"In my opinion, within a 


reasonable degree of medical 
certainty, the defendant 
experienced an acute psychotic 
break,' said Anderson of the 
Oct 18 incident to which 
Simants has admitted 


Anderson also testified that he 


felt Simants did not know what 


he was doing at the time of the 
incident, did not know right 
from wrong and was unaware 
that his acts could bring punish- 
ment These are the three 
criteria previously referred to in 
the trial as constituting legal in- 
sanity 


Upon 
cross-examination, 


however, the consultant 
acknowledged that another psy- 
chiatrist might arrive at a 
"different conclusion" even 
using the same tests to which 
Simants was subjected 


Campanella said he believed 


Simants "was aware of what he 
was doing" when he committed 
the crimes At one point he 
described the defendant as 
having "no emotion, no emotion 
whatsoever " 


Campanella refused to agree 


with the prosection that several, 
apparent concealment acts in-

Observant Lincoln citizens may, in the near future, 


see a new feature in many public elevators. 


The new characteristic is hardly noticeable to the un- 


practiced eye. In fact, you really don't have to see it to ap- 
preciate it — it is intended for the sightless. 


The I'/z-inch metal strips, marked in Braille, are 


designed to enable the blind to read and correctly select 
elevator control buttons. 


To date, the markers were only available at a high 


price from out-of-state suppliers. However, the local 
League of Human Dignity is planning to purchase equip- 
ment to manufacture the elevator control panel markers. 


Steve Slaikeu, director of the league, said he hopes

Although recent legislation requires the installation 


of Braille elevator markers in buildings constructed after 
Jan. 1,1975, Slaikeu indicated that prohibitive costs have 
discouraged owners from putting them in older buildings. 


One potential customer for the league markers is Skip 


O'Keefe of the O'Keefe Elevator Co. in Omaha. 


"1 told the people at the league six months ago that it 


is a shame every elevator couldn't have the markers,"

1. Pass. Hands w ith 14 points 
are mandatory opening bids. 
This 
principle 
applies

though it may be awkward to 
find a proper suit to open with. 
Here, for example, a three-card 
club suit is bid to start the ball 
rolling. Three-card suits are 
ordinarily unbiddable, but when 
the choice lies between passing 
an opening bid and bidding a 
non-biddable suit, it is far better 
to bid. 
When partner responds two 
clubs, show ing 6 to 9 points, it is 
clear there is no game. Since 
partner guarantees four trumps 


for his raise, a part score 
contract in clubs becom es 
feasible. To bid again would 
express game aspirations that 
are simply not justified. 
2. Three notrump. With 26 or 
more points accounted for and a 
notrump type of hand, three 
notrump is the standout rebid. 
It would be wrong to bid only 
two notrump; you might get left 
at the post. At the same time, a 
slam is out of the question once 
partner has limited his values 
by responding two clubs. You 
therefore follow the time- 
honored principle of bidding 
what you think you can make. 


3. Three clubs. Although there 
are only 14 
high-card points 
facing 6 to 9, the possibility of 
game should not be dismissed. 
The hand can be revalued on the 
basis of playing tricks, rather 
than points, for both notrump 
and suit purposes. Thus, you 
can view the hand as worth 


seven or eight tricks toward a 
notrump gam e. 
In effect, three clubs tells 
partner that game is possible if 
he has top values for his club 
raise. Partner will pass three 
clubs more often than not, but 
only rarely will anything be lost 
by trying for game. 
4. Four notrump. A slam is 
decidedly possible, and the key 
to whether it can be made lies in 
the number of aces partner has. 
This is a classic case for Black­ 
wood. 
If partner has no aces, he 
responds five clubs, which you 
puss. If he has one ace, he bids 
five diam onds, which 
you 
convert to six clubs. The slam 
may be laydown, or at worst 
depend on a finesse. If partner 
has two aces, he bids five hearts 
and you stop at six clubs, since 
partner cannot also have the 
king of spades for his two club 
bid.

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LTS OKs Contract With Firm To Manage Bus Line

Lincoln bus planners agreed 


Thursday to pay an Ohio 
management firm $83,000 a year 
to run the Lincoln Transporta- 
tion System. 


The LTS Board approved a 


contract with ATE Management 
and Service Co. of Cincinnati to 
supervise the city-owned bus 
system for $6,916 a month. 


For the next three years the 


company will provide a full time 
manager and director of 
operations planning, who will be 


charged with the day to day run- 
ning of LTS. 


The LTS Board will interview 


the manager sent from ATE and 
can reject the person, finance 
Director Jim Mallon said. 


For that monthly check, the 


company will supervise 
transportation planning and 
operations, equipment selection, 
routes, schedules, fare struc- 
tures, budgeting, employe 
training and labor relations. 


The company also will give ad- 


ditional assistance from its home 
office "as may be reasonably 


required," City Atty. Charles 
Humble said. However, any 
special projects will cost ad- 
ditional money. 


Board members have es- 


timated that about $30,000 each 
year goes strictly for a manage- 
ment fee, with the remaining 
money going for salaries. 


One small hurdle yet to be 


faced is City Council passage of 
an ordinance allowing LTS to 
hire a management company.'

Parking Jam May Soon Ease 


Basketball fans and concert 


goers who are tired of looking 
for parking places near Pershing 
Municipal Auditorium may be 
relieved to know that help is on 
the way. 


Auditorium manager Ike Hoig 


announced at the auditorium ad- 
visory committee meeting 
Thursday that negotiations for 
evening use of part of the 
Federal Building parking garage 
are in their final stages. 


At present, Hoig said he is 


waiting for a General Services 
Administration sample contract 
that can be negotiated locally 
each time a major evening event 
is scheduled at the auditorium. 


Two-hundred parking stalls 


will be made available to 
Pershing patrons during such 
events, Hoig said. 


The auditorium will collect $1 


per car parked in the garage. 
The federal government will get 
20$ out of each dollar. 


Parking lot attendants will be 


supplied by the auditorium. 


During the meeting, com- 


mittee members also heard a 
report from Ken Nelson 
representing Dana Cole & Co. ac- 
counting firm. 


The report, which compared 


Pershing's financial situation 
with that of municipal 
auditoriums in five other cities, 
indicates that "maybe we 


haven't done as badly here as we 
sometimes think," Nelson said. 


Pershing recorded a $57,474 


deficit during fiscal year 1974-75. 
Of the other cities in the report, 
four were also in the red 
(Wichita, Kan. $21,851; Tulsa, 
Okla. $16,835; Rochester, Minn. 
$87,958; Des Moines, Iowa, 
$21,142). 


The only city recording a 


profit was Sioux Falls, S.D. 
which the report showed to have 


had $22,347 net income during 
1974.

However, Nelson said that he 


wouldn't rely on the Sioux Falls 
figure because the information 
was "incomplete." 


Nelson also pointed out that 


Wichita and Des Moines annual- 
ly take in a considerable amount 
of revenue for parking ($138,650 
and $147,541, respectively) — a 
source of income Pershing has 
not had in the past.

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Unlicensed Homes Still In Business

"Can 
an unlicensed nursing 


home facility procrastinate 
forever?" asked members of the 
State Nursing Home Advisory 
Council Thursday. 


"I'm getting so disgusted," 


said Mrs. Maxine Morrison, 
liaison member to the group 
from the State Health Board, as 
the advisory council discussed 
three facilities which have been 
unlicensed for years. 


The facilities are the Omaha 


Education Association Manor in 
Omaha, Gateway Manor and 
Westview Home, both in Lin- 
oln. 
All three facilities do not meet 


fire code requirements for nur- 
sing home facilities. 


The Omaha manor, which has 


one floor converted to long-term 
nursing care, has been operating 
without a license since at least 
1960, 
according to Star 


newspaper clippings. 


The home presented plans'for 


a new nursing home facility last 
January with a further review of 
the plans in March. "We've 
heard nothing from them since," 
said Joe Hageman of the State 
Health* Department standards 
and licensing division. 


The license for Gateway 


Manor, 225 N. 56th, was revoked 
in 1970. In 1974 the manor was 
offered the option of being 
licensed as a room and board 
facility, Hageman said. 


Gateway Manor could meet 


fire code and licensing 
requirements for this type of 
facility, but the management 
never returned the application, 
Hageman said. 


Westview Home, in rural Lin- 


coln, operated by Lancaster 
County, was refused' any type of 
license because of fire code 
problems in October 1975, 
Hageman reported, the facility 
has never been licensed. 


Continuation of the home, 


which cares for more than 30 in- 
digent residents, is now under

appeared to be in for a challenge 
before the market closes Friday. 


One of the most striking ele- 


ments of Thursday's frenzied ac- 
tivity was the fact that it came in 
a market that was headed in no 
particular direction and lacked 
any special news development to 
stir it up. 


Analysts said the pattern was 


much like that of Tuesday, with 
waves of selling by profit takers 
and buyers encouraged by recent 
gains both working on the 
market to produce a flood of ac- 
tivity. 
Futures Drop 
After Brisk 
Upward Spurt 


Chicago (AP) — Commodity 


futures prices, except for 
soybeans, dropped somewhat on 
the Chicago Board of Trade 
Thursday after a brisk initial up- 
ward spurt. 


Sources said the decisive fac- 


tor in the decline appeared to be 
the sale of 700 May soybean oil 
contracts by a major commercial 
traders. They said the retreat in 
prices spread to other com- 
modities.

MIAMI (AP) - Sunday's Su- 


per Bowl showdown between 
the Dallas Cowboys and Pitts- 
burgh Steelers will be the last 
game to be played on the 
tattered and torn Polyturf carpet 
at the Orange Bowl. 


The Miami City Council voted 


this week to install a new surface 
for next season. The substance is 
something called grass. 


That means the slippery 


Polyturf gets its last going-over 
from the Cowboys and Steelers, 
who will take their first look at 
the field Saturday. When they 
look at it, what they see won't be 
pretty, according to Nat Moore, 
wide receiver of the Miami 
Dolphins. 


Moore toured the field with a 


newsman this week and pointed 
out the potholes. "There are 
bumps and tips and patches and 
dropoffs and seams that have 
worn through to the concrete," 
said Moore. "There's no grain 
and the turf is matted." 


All of that explains why the 


city council is ripping the fake 
stuff out. And it comes as no sur- 
prise to Drew Pearson, the 
Dallas wide receiver who tra- 
versed the Orange Bowl rug in 
last year's Pro Bowl game. 


"Moore's right," Pearson said 


Thursday. "That field will be 
slippery and that will be 
trouble." 


It's a good thing Pearson 


didn't have to try running his 
patterns on Thursday. There 
were intermittent showers 
throughout the day. But the of- 
ficial forecast for Sunday is for 
sunny skies, temperatures in the 
60s and northerly winds of 15 to 
20 miles an hour. 


Pittsburgh's Lynn Swann, a 


wide receiver who like Pearson 
needs a solid surface to do his 
thing, was unconcerned with 
Moore's criticism of the Orange 
Bowl. 


"That's nothing new," said 


Swann. "I've played on some 
.fields—they look nice and green 
and then you get out there. All 
they do is paint over the bare 
spots so they don't show. You 
make a cut and all you've got un- 
der you is green paint and dirt." 


Both Swann and Pearson 


would rather run on grass. 


"Anytime," 
said 
Pearson. 


"It's just a better surface to play 
on, that's all." 


Ironically, both the Steelers 


and Cowboys play their home 
games on artificial surfaces com- 
posed of Tartan turf. A new 
carpet of the same substance is 
on order for Pittsburgh's Three 
Rivers Stadium, where year- 
round usage by the Steelers and 
the Pittsburgh Pirates has worn 
the carpet thin.

St. Louis — The moment of 


truth will arrive Friday morning 
when delegates to the 70th 
NCAA Convention begin voting 
on a myriad of proposals ranging 
from consideration of creating a 
division of 'super' football 
powers to coaching staff limits, 
recruiting restrictions, and a 
possible national championship 
football playoff. 


It has been almost impossible 


to take a pulse of the delegates 
because there are so many and 
such varying problems and view- 
points. 


About the only certain result is 


a defeat of a playoff for Division 
I football teams. Too many other 
decisions depend on what 
happens in the attempt at 
reorganization. 


It became apparent after 


Thursday's meetings that a plan 
to base athletic scholarships on 
need will be delayed at least a 
year while a study is undertaken 
on how it would save money. 
(See Sports Signals). 


Despite a sincere and well- 


studied summation of the foot- 
ball playoff for Division I, Big 
Eight Commissioner Chuck 
Neinas was confident the 
proposal won't pass. 


The Big Eight and a lot of 


other major conferences oppose 
a playoff — not because of a 
playoff, per se, but because it is 
felt the proposal isn't believed to 
be feasible. 


"We'll get a playoff, but it 


won't happen until the NCAA 
takes over the selection process 
for bowl teams," Neinas said. 


The playoff plan to be voted 


on Friday calls for no in- 
terference in the present 11 
major bowls, but has a football 
committee which would pick 
four teams from among bowl 
game winners to play for the 
championship the first two 
weekends in January. 


Reorganization, if approved, 


would create the possibility of a 
Division IA playoff, still leaving 
Division 1 football as the only 
sport in which the NCAA doesn't 
sponsor a national championship 
tournament. 


"If we form IA, that division 


will be given assurances the 
NCAA will establish a cham- 
pionship playoff if they desire to 


have one," Seaver Peters of 
Dartmouth College said. He's on 
the NCAA's television com- 
mittee. "And we'll negotiate the 
TV contract with ABC to get the 
IA championship games on 
television, just like we've done 
for Divisions n and HI." 


Ernie Casale ol Temple, 


whose committee proposed the 
Division I playoff, answered 
critics of the plan Thursday. 
Those criticisms involved mostly 
the possible interference with 
the academic calendar and dis- 
ruption of the present bowl 
structure. 


"I'm as concerned about the 


academic calendar as you are — 
I still teach," Casale told the 
Division I delegates. "But our 
committee did a survey of Divi- 
sion I schools and found that no 
schools are in examinations 
during the first eight days of 
January and no more than five 
are in session through Jan. 4 and 
most of those are in registration. 


"So our proposal for a January 


championship playoff wouldn't 
interfere much with classes. It's 
better that any interference be 
at the beginning of the second 
semester than at the end of the 
first semester." 


Casale noted that football 


players possibly miss fewer 
classes than most athletes in 
other sports. 


"It is our firm belief a playoff 


won't interfere with the bowls 
and won't take away from the 
glamour of the bowls," he said. 
"In fact, it might help the bowls. 
The important thing is we think 
it's good for football and the 
NCAA." 


Casale said the NCAA's assess- 


ment from TV rights would be 
used to pay athletes from all 
three divisions for travel to other 
NCAA championship sports 
events. 


In other convention news: 
-The NCAA Council called on 


delegates to work for greater 
control of legal challenges 
against NCAA rules. J. Neils 
Thompson, faculty represen- 
tative of Texas, said there has 
been only one significant deci- 
sion against the NCAA and the 
association had spent $351,511 
for legal fees during the last year 
alone. 


—Three resolutions were 


proposed by Dr. Edward Beitz of 
the University of the Pacific con- 
cerning women in athletics. (1) 
extend NCAA constitutional 
provisions and eligibility rules 
regarding national cham- 
pionships to all women athletes 
in 1977; (2) NCAA will not 
provide women's championships 
prior to the 1977-78 academic 
year; (3) establish permanent 
committee to deal with the 
NCAA in women's athletics. 


The Association for Inter- 


collegiate Athletics for Women 
sent a statement to the conven- 
tion calling for a defeat of the 
eligibility proposal, but suppor- 
ting the other two issues. 


—Cecil Coleman, athletic 


director at Illinois and chairman 
of the committee to combat 
legalized gambling, said the 
NCAA is opposed to legislation 
of any type of gambling 
"because our crowds are people 
who come to games because 
they are loyal and have an in- 
terest in the game." 


—The commissioner of the 


Big Eight Conference, Charles 
M. Neinas, said his delegates 
will withdraw a proposal to 
move reorganization to the front 
of Friday's business. 


Neinas emphasized, however, 


that the move does ''not 
necessarily" 
jeopardize 


reorganization, considered to be 
the convention's key topic.

Marcus Plant, faculty representativ e at Michigan, said 
Thursday he wo uld intro duce the pro po sal which wo uld require 
parents o f all inco ming freshman recruits to fill o ut a financial 
aid applicatio n fo rm. 


While the athletes wo uld still be receiv ing the financial aid 
currently appro v ed by the NCAA, the info rmatio n gained wo uld 
be fed into a co mputer and pro v ide info rmatio n to each scho o l 
o n just ho w much mo ney co uld be sav ed if the plan ev entually is 
ado pted. 


One Big Ten scho o l, No rthwestern, already has instituted a 
‘need’ plan fo r all spo rts o ther than fo o tball and basketball and 
athletic directo r J o hn Po nt said it no t o nly is sav ing mo ney , but 
it is permitting tho se no n-rev enue-pro ducing spo rts co aches to 
fill their ro sters with quality a thletes. 


Because the Big Ten ex perim ented with need sev eral y ears 
ago and failed because the rest o f the natio n's scho o ls didn't 
fo llo w suit, there has been a nega tiv e feeling natio nally abo ut 
such pro po sals ev er since, it m ight be the answer to the 


eco no mic crunch.

Unicam Pay Hike 
Bill In Unicameral

Adams Sen. George Burrows’ 
plan to pay state senators ap­ 
proximately the same as what 
families live on in Nebraska 
would produce about $12,000 a 
year for lawmakers. 
Burrows, who discussed the 
proposal earlier, offered LB797 
as a constitutional amendment 
that would allow state senators 
annual pay equal to the median 
family income as established by 
census figures. 
Burrows’ original concept was 
to pay lawmakers the average 
family income rather than the 
median amount. The average 
figure was estimated by Burrows 
at between $9.000 and $10,000 a 
year. 
Burrows was under the im­ 
pression that “ median" and 
“ average” would produce 
different figures and that was 
the reason for his lower estimate 
of under $10,000 when he dis- 


cussed the concept last week. 
In either case, the wage called 
for by the bill would float up­ 
ward or downward w ith 
economic trends, according to 
Burrows. 
Burrows said the $12,000 
figure for median is based on 
current conditions, projecting a 
theoretical 1976 salary based on 
1974 data. 
However, the Burrows plan 
will take a while before it can 
become effective and has a cou­ 
ple of hurdles to reach that 
stage. 
Because the state constitution 
must be amended to change 
senatorial pay, LB797 requires 
both passage by the Unicameral 
and the approval of the voters, 
who turned down the last pay 
hike proposal offered on the May 
1974 primary election ballot. 
That plan was to raise the $4,- 
800 annual salary of state 
senators to $8,400 a year.

A proposal to revamp the 
State Parole Board failed to 
generate any opposition 
Thursday at a public hearing 
held by the Legislature's 
Government Committee. 
Discussion of Sen. Gerald 
Koch’s LB630 did not touch on 
the existing Parole Board's per­ 
formance which has been 
criticized as high-handed and un­ 
fair. 
Koch, who led opposition to 
Catherine Dahiquist's appoint­ 
ment to the board last year on 
the grounds of qualifications, 
said he harbors “ no ill motives

His proposal would take the 
power to name Parole Board 
members away from the gover­ 
nor and give it to the 
Legislature.

A public record is a public 
record, except ... 
And, that’s where the sentence 
comes to an end because statutes 
do not define exactly what a 
public record is and thus what 
state and local records the public 
has free access to, according to 
Sen. John Cavanaugh of Omaha. 
“There is now no workable 
definition of a public record,” 
the senator said. 


As a result, Cavanaugh 
Thursday introduced LB788. It 
would provide a means of deter­ 
mining what records are public 
and provide a means of 
challenging decisions to 
withhold some records. 


In short, Cavanaugh said, un­ 
der the bill “ every record will be 
public 
unless 
specifically 
exempted.” 
The concern over access to 
government documents has been 
growing in recent years, 


Cavanaugh said, and various 
cases have been made. Yet, he 
said, Nebraska law is silent on 
distinguishing public records 
from those that should be kept 
secret. 


“There is a great deal of con­ 
fusion on the part of the state 
and local subdivisions on what 
they will disclose to the public 
and what they won’t,” the law­ 
maker said. “ It therefore boils 
down to what an administrator 
wants to give out and what he 
doesn’t. 
The proposal would not apply 
to criminal records. 
The bill would create a 
Nebraska Information Practices 
board. It would have three 
members, one of them being the 
director of the State Department 
of Administrative Services and 
two others appointed by the 
governor. 


The board would have the 
power to establish rules on 
determining which records are 


public and which are not. In ad­ 
dition, the board would handle 
complaints, through hearings, 
against public officials who 
refused to release some record 
or document. 
The bill would establish 
general guidelines within which 
the board’s power would be con­ 
fined. 
As a starter, personal records 
as well as trade secrets and 
financial information would be 
generally exempt from the 
public record designation. 
Specifically, according to the 
bill, information “ of a personal 
nature when the public dis­ 
closure thereof would constitute 
a clearly unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy’’ would be 
granted a disclosure exemption. 
The board would file reports 
each Dec. 1 with the Unicameral 
and the governor on activities 
and actions as well as personal 
information systems which are 
in operation at various levels of 
government.

A $1.5 million budget expan­ 
sion request to improve school 
lands was justified Thuraday as 
an investment that would boost 
school land revenues. 
Although on paper the extra 
$1.5 million sought by the Board 
of Educational Lands and Funds 
would come from state tax 
coffers, the board’s chairman 
told the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee it actually would come 
from school land revenues. 


“ For 100 years we did not put 
$1 back into that land,” John 
Mitchell, the Omaha attorney 
who chairs the board, told sen­ 
ators. 
He said if the state doesn’t im­ 
prove its school lands, which 
provide money for schools 
through a special trust fund, it 
doesn’t deserve to continue as 
the landlord. 


Improvement of the land 
through irrigation and con­ 
servation projects, he said, will 
increase the rental value and 
subsequent revenues. 
Mitchell said Washington state 
uses up to 507o of its 
school land revenues for im­ 
provements each year, while the 
Nebraska board is seeking only 
the 
2 0 % 
im provem ent 
money authorized by a recent 
state law. 
“ We could spend $10 million 
on various conservation projects 
quickly.” Mitchell said. The 
board had requested $2 4 million 
for projects, but Mitchell 
explained that was an error and 


the amount was being cut back 
to $15 million. 
The legislative fiscal staff had 
recommended cutting the 
board's capital project request 
to zero, saying: “ Need for this 
amount has not been firmly 
documented." 
The school land request high­ 
lighted the first day of budget 
hearings in the 1976 legislature. 
The committee also heard 
from Glen Soukup, executive 
director of the Commission on 
Aging, who read a “ laundry list” 
of 15 mandates required of his 
commission to obtain federal 
funding. 
Soukup said he needed at least 
$26,000 more than the staff 
recommendation in state money 
to insure the commission gets 
$2.9 million in federal grant and 
administration funds. He said an 
expected $40,000 in federal funds 
to complete the mandates 
wouldn’t come due to a 
presidential veto. 
“ I really can't conceive of a 
deal like that,” Hastings Sen. 
Richard Marvel, committee 
chairman, told Soukup. “ The 
federal government is jacking us 
around all over the place.”
